Dow plunges 1,175 points as inflation 
concern, rising wages rattle traders

US stocks tumbled on Mon- 
day, a third straight day of loss- 
es that saw the Dow Jones in- 
dustrial average post its biggest 
percentage decline since Au- 

gust 2011, including 
QUICK a stomach-churning 
STUDY downdraft that 

brought back memo- 
ries of the financial crisis. 

Less than a week after Presi- 
dent Trump heralded a soaring 
stock market that had “smash- 
ed one record after another,” 
the Dow index of 30 blue-chip 
stocks fell 1,175 points, or 4.6 
percent, wiping out its gains for 
2018 after what had been a ro- 
bust start to the year. The Stan- 
dard & Poor’s 500 index, a 
broader measure of the market, 
lost 4.1 percent. 

At one point, the Dow was 


down an intraday record of al- 
most 1,600 points, including a 
drop of 800 points in about 15 
minutes. 

The sell-off over the past 
three trading sessions was trig- 
gered not by bad news about 
the economy but rather by in- 
vestors’ concerns that stronger 
wage growth might trigger in- 
flation, causing the Federal Re- 
serve to raise interest rates fast- 
er than previously expected. 

This comes after a year in 
which the Federal Reserve has 
been regularly raising interest 
rates and promising to raise 
them even more, with the delib- 
erate goal of increasing the cost 
of borrowing money — whether 
for companies looking to ex- 
pand, individuals who want 
mortgages, or the debt-addict- 
ed federal government. When

BROCKTON — Latarsha 
Sanders sat limply on the back 
steps of her triple-decker 
around noon Monday, waiting 
for an ambulance to come. She 
had asked a neighbor to call 
911 but didn’t say why. 

When police arrived, the 
reason became horrifyingly 
clear. Sometime during the 
past two days, two of her chil- 
dren, brothers ages 5 and 8, 


had been fatally stabbed, and 
their bodies were inside her 
third-floor apartment, authori- 
ties said. 

Sanders is the accused kill- 
er. The 43-year-old was 
charged with two counts of 
murder and will be arraigned 
Tuesday in Brockton District 
Court. Sanders made state- 
ments to investigators that 
“could be construed as admis- 
sions,” Plymouth District At- 
torney Timothy Cruz said at a 
news conference. 

“This was a gruesome, dis- 
turbing, and most of all heart- 
breaking crime,” Cruz said. 
Prosecutors will provide de- 
tails in court about what they 
believe led Sanders to kill her 
children, he said, and will re- 
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next fall.
